Offerings from BZ Sciences include full-spectrum tinctures and concentrates, which both won first prize at 
the Legacy Glassworks CBD Cup this year. The brand’s spearmint, pumpkin pie and lemon lime flavored 
organic CBD oils join Nothing But Hemp’s lineup of stellar brands including Charlotte’s Web CBD, Select 
CBD and house brand Siskiyou Sungrown CBD. 

“Nothing But Hemp was looking for the right local Minnesota supplier to cross our path,” Nothing But 
Hemp CEO Steven Brown said. “I was immediately impressed by the branding, the flavor and how I felt 
immediately after taking Minny Grown CBD. I have tried lots of products that are local in Minnesota and 
most of them I tasted were so awful you can tell the suppliers were just winging it.” 

For Zach and the team at Minny Grown, finding a space in the crowded markets of CBD entrepreneurs and 
more than a few opportunists has meant honing in on Minnesota roots. 

He said Minnesota’s climate and rich soil is great for the plant, and despite a relatively limited growing 
season, the state offers great capabilities for the fast-growing hemp plant.

Rohr said the company’s 30,000 square foot facility used to function as a peanut butter factory and is now 
split evenly between hemp growing and extraction space. 

The building handles cutting, drying and processing from BZ Sciences and the other six Minnesota grow¬ 
ers that make up the Mind Grown partnership. This approach allows for an entirely unique opportunity 
for oversight in each step of the production process that shows in the company’s award success, and 
translates to reliability for customers.

Given how relatively new industrial hemp is on the scene and how much work goes in to increasing yields 
in any growing enterprise, this year has been an exciting one for cannabis entrepreneurs, but has also 
presented challenges. Hemp was only made legal at the federal level in December of 2018. 

“It was definitely challenging, but looking back on it, it was great,” Rohr said. “A lot of growers had 
problems, given it’s a whole new kind of agriculture and people thought they’d be able to just grow huge 
amounts of hemp. It was hard work.”

EATING WHILE BLACK 

McDonald’s called Inver Grove Heights 
cops on boys over drink refills 


A couple Saturdays ago, Mary 
Moriarty stopped into an Inver 
Grove Heights McDonald’s. 

Right away Moriarty, chief 
public defender for Hennepin 
County, noticed tension between employees 
and one group of customers: six or seven 
black boys ranging in age from about 11 to 16. 

Moriarty heard an employee yellingfrom 
behind the counter, then saw the same per¬ 
son sit near the boys’ table, eventually yelling 
at one of the younger boys to ‘Tour it out!” 

The employee told the boy, whom Mori¬ 
arty says looked “mystified,” that he hadn’t 
paid for the drink, and that she was calling 
the police. Moriarty and another customer 
offered $1 to the boy. He said the drink was 
already paid for. 

Then they tried offering the $1 to the 
woman behind the counter. Moriarty says 
the woman told her before she got there, 
the boys had taken water cups and filled 


them with soda, only pa 5 dng after she con¬ 
fronted them. Besides, she went on, even 
if they’ve paid, they’re only allowed to sit 
so long before the/re “loitering.” Moriarty 
wasn’t convinced about that part. 

“That’s ridiculous,” the defense attor¬ 
ney says. “The number of times I’ve seen 
retired people sitting there all morning, 
or people like me, with my computer out 
and working... that happens every day.” 

Moriarty worked another 10 minutes 
as the table of boys next to her sat there, 
“perfectly well behaved.” Then two Inver 
Grove Heights cops walked in. 

A cop approached the table and told the 
boys to leave. Moriarty, who noticed a few 
of the boys were still eating, approached the 
cops and gave her version of events, saying 
the boys hadn’t been disruptive, and that 
she had tried to pay for the drink. 

She says the cop told her she was “just 
doing her j oh,” that they had to remove the

boys because it was “what [McDonald’s] 
management wants.” Moriarty urged the 
cops to use their discretion. 

The cop told Moriarty that she was “dis¬ 
tracting” her, and if she didn’t sit down she’d 
be charged with “obstruction.” At that, one 
of the older boys said they’d agree to leave. 

“That felt really awful,” Moriarty says. 
“The ideahe didn’twantme to getin trouble.” 

Moriarty says the female cop told the 
boy that she was “doing him a favor,” and 
he could’ve been charged with stealing. 

The boys left without further incident. A 
couple days later Moriarty called and left a 
message with Inver Grove Heights Police 
Chief Melissa Chiodo, explaining what she’d 
seen. Moriarty hasn’t heard back. In a state¬ 


ment to City Pages, Chiodo said she was 
“aware of the allegation,” and the case had 
been referred to the officer responsible for 
“internal affairs and complaints.” 

McDonald’s has not responded to ques¬ 
tions about its refill policy or view on what 
constitutes loitering. 

Moriarty doesn’t expect the cops to 
face any discipline, and wouldn’t encour¬ 
age that, either. To her, the scene evoked 
bigger issues about policing. “I’ve talked 
to a couple current or former cops about 
it, and... they all said this is really bad, in 
terms of, cops should be problem-solvers. 

“You don’thave to be some kind of loboto- 
mized agent of abusiness. You do have some 
independent choice here.” -mike mullen

G rey Cloud Island is considered one of 
the most haunted places in Minnesota. 

With a population of about 300, the 
island is a three-square-mile jot of wood¬ 
lands wedged between the Mississippi 
River and two small lakes. It sits about 
13 miles south of St. Paul, and abuts both St. Paul Park and Cot¬ 
tage Grove. It contains roughly 125 households, and something 
called Aggregate Industries (a subsidiary of LafargeHolcim Ltd., 
the Swiss multinational building materials conglomerate). 

There’s also Camp Galilee, a clandestine Pentecostal retreat. 
A sampling of the reviews on its Facebook page: 

‘T love this place! Jesus is amazing and the presence of the 
Spirit of God is so amazing and powerful!” 

‘Tssa haunted place. Grey Cloud Island is where all the homies 
come from the Grove to get they selves SPOOKED.”

notorious that when filmmaker Sam Raimi 
was working on producing 50 States of 
Fright, a state-by-state horror anthology 
slated for release next year, he chose Grey 
Cloud Island to represent Minnesota. 

Its notoriety can also be found on 
Reddit. 

One poster who “grew up in Wood¬ 
bury” claims, “Saw a phantom truck on 
[Grey Cloud Island], vanished in front 
of my eyes... Twice!” 

Another Redditor adds, “DUUUUDEEE 
MY MOM AND I GOT LOST HERE 
DUDE DUDE I WAS LIKE 6 THAT 
PLACE IS SPOOKY AS FUCK”. 

Yet another says, “I always liked bring¬ 
ing girls out there to do the ‘get scared 
and hook up thing’ till one time cops 
pulled me over with guns drawn as I 
was leaving.” 

The St. Paul Park Police Department 
is aware of the area’s reputation. In a 
Facebook post from June, they attempt to 
address the “attention in the media lately 
about Grey Cloud Island being haunted,” 
reassuring everyone that “they have never 
encountered these ghosts, poltergeists, 
spirits, or weird happenings.” They go on 
to warn visitors that “unless you want to 
explain to a Washington County Judge... 
why you were running around a cemetery 
in the dark looking for ghosts at you’re 
[sic] hearingl [sic] please stay home.” 


D espite these warnings, I’m 
intrigued. This was two 
years ago, around Hal¬ 
loween of 2017.1 email a 
local historian, asking if 
it would be possible to photograph Grey 
Cloud Cemetery and chat about its history 
and hauntings. 


Grey Cloud Island, population 301 


“I would be glad to show you around!” 
he responds jovially later that day, sending 
along a map with the precise geolocation 
of the cemetery. 


The following day, I ask when he’ll be 
free to show me around. No response. 
The day after, I follow up. Nothing. 

Several days later, I receive a clipped 
response. “They do not allow investi¬ 
gations of their cemetery,” he writes. 
“There are insubstantial rumors about 
the cemetery. [The Grey Cloud Town¬ 
ship Officer] is fearful of what might 
happen later.” 

I assure him that the piece I was con¬ 
sidering writing would be purely infor¬ 
mational, not exploitative in any way. 

“I only wish I could do this,” he 
responds in his final communication to 
me, “but my Grey Cloud friends would 
never forgive me.” 

Tm not the first person to write about 
Grey Cloud. Jeff Morris, author of Twin 
Cities Haunted Handbook: 100 Ghostly 
Places You Can Visit In and Around Min¬ 
neapolis St St. Paul, claims that the Twin 
Cities has “one of the most diverse collec¬ 
tions of ghosts that I have experienced.” 
That includes Grey Cloud, which boasts 
“strange balls of light fioating around,” 
an apparition “in full Dakota dress,” and 
a motorcyclist (“the rider and bike are 
both translucent”). 

The book also covers Grey Cloud Cem¬ 
etery. “The cemetery closes at dusk,” he 
writes. “There seems to be at least one 
spirit who enforces this rule.” The spirit

apparently smokes a cigarette before 
dissipating into the night. Some have 
also witnessed a da 3 l:ime apparition of a 
grieving mother draped over a headstone. 

Oddly, though perhaps unsurprisingly, 
in the four pages dedicated to Grey Cloud 
Island and its cemetery, Morris men¬ 
tions such things 
as “private prop¬ 
erty,” “denial of 
residents,” and “do 
not do anything to 
disturb the island’s 
residents” nine dif¬ 
ferent times. 

Another kind of 
neat/creepy fact: 

According to a 
2007 post on the 
Pioneer Press’ site. 

Grey Cloud Island 
is “quiet living on the mighty Missis¬ 
sippi River... [and] features the largest 
concentration of American Indian burial 
mounds in Washington County.” 


A rmed with this information, 
I print out the cemetery 
map and hit the road with 
my girlfriend, Lilly. We 
arrive in the afternoon; it’s 
mid-October. The sky is a grayish white. 
The leaves are just beginning to change; 
Grey Cloud’s hillsides are flushed red 
with sumac. 

Grey Cloud Cemetery sits at the end 
of an unmarked gravel road, flanked by 
a dense forest with private property 
signs and a cornfleld. We park on the 
shoulder and sidestep a locked gate (we 
are there during open visitation hours). 
We both have a potent sense that we’re 
being watched, even though the area 
is unusually quiet and we haven’t seen 
another human for quite a while. The 
cemetery itself is unremarkable, though 
it contains a large number of baby lamb 
monuments, blackened with moss. 


The gates to Doc’s Landing indicate that 
the bar is very ciosed these days. 


After exploring, we stop by Doc’s 
Landing at the Mississippi Dunes Golf 
Links, just off the island, for a beer. 

The place is large, 
empty, and a little 
drab, with a mas¬ 
sive wraparound 
porch overlooking 
the river. There, we 
meet a bartender 
named Kevin. 

When I ask him 
if Grey Cloud is 
haunted, he clears 
his throat. “Excuse 
my language,” he 
says, cutting a sharp 
glance at Lilly, before turning back to me. 
“Fuck yeah, man, this place is fuckin’ 
haunted.” 

“This place?” I say. “Like, Doc’s Land¬ 
ing?” 

“Doc’s is haunted as fuck, brother,” 
he says. 

Kevin is probably drunk. He’s also 
very tan, and is sporting a receding crew 
cut. He looks like a man of 50 or so who 
has lived hard. He’s very animated as 
he speaks. 

“This room here, over here,” he says, 
gesturing wildly. “After closing one 
night—and I’m the only one here, get it?—I 
lie down for a nap. All of the sudden—I 
shit you not—the loudest fuckin’ racket 
you ever heard cornin’ from the kitchen 
wakes me up. Right behind my fuckin’ 
head. Pots and pans and all kinds a shit 
clanging around like a fuckin’ bomb went 
off Scared the living fuck out of me, man.” 

He continues: “The place I’m rent¬ 
ing... I ain’t from here, I’m from down 
Florida. I just came up here to bartend. 
But I’m renting the boss’ place, the old 
brothel—” 

“Brothel?” I ask.

‘'Brothel, yeah. Edge of the property 
there. Fuckin’ place is haunted as fuck. 
Shit you not. Every night I hear shit. I’m 
fucking terrified, brother,” he responds. 
“Doors open and slam shut. I hear foot¬ 
steps coming up the stairs. Heavy foot¬ 
steps, whisperings. Fuck.” 

Lilly and I obviously have to see this 
place. We take our beers, hop into two 
golf carts, and head out to “the brothel.” 
It’s an old, white stucco two-level, with 
dark, ill-placed windows and ivy snaking 
up the walls. The yard is overgrown, 
and seems to be working on swallowing 
the house. 

Inside, the space is cramped and dark, 
and all of the shades are closed. The fur¬ 
niture is mismatched. It kind of looks like 
a squatter’s place. The hardwood floors 
creak, and the staircase is very narrow 
and steep. The air inside the house feels 
somehow swollen, devoid of an element 
essential to human health. 

“You ever go into the basement?” 
Lilly asks. 

Kevin raises his eyebrows. “No fuck¬ 
ing way.” 

So we head downstairs. The air in the 
basement feels even heavier. The ceil¬ 
ings are extremely low, and the floors 
and walls look like they were crudely 
hewn from the earth with a pickaxe. Lilly 
finds a trapdoor that opens squarely into 
the middle of the upstairs living room. 

“What the fuck!” Kevin says, not 
thrilled with her discovery. 

Before leaving, I note that there are 
chairs wedged underneath every door¬ 
knob. 

“I told you,” he says. “I’m fuckin’ ter¬ 
rified.” 


We drive the golf carts back to Doc’s, 
and say our goodbyes. 

“Maybe, uh,” Kevin says to Lilly, rub¬ 
bing his hands together, “we should 
exchange numbers.” He glances at me. 
“In case I think of any more ghost stories.” 

Lilly agrees. On the drive home, she 
receives two texts from Kevin: “U got a 
boyfriend?” and “lol u r cute.” 

That was the last we heard from him. 


A fter our trip, I decided to 
do a little more research 
about what we saw and 
what Kevin told us. I 
couldn’t find any evidence 
of a brothel having existed in the area. 

Shortly after our visit, the Mississippi 
Dunes Golf Links and Doc’s Landing closed. 
These days, the gates are padlocked and 
yellow crime-scene tape hangs from them. 
They appear to have been crowbarred 
for illegal entry, even though trespassers 
could easily just take a short stroll through 
the woods onto the overgrown links. In 
2017, owner William C. Doebler, then 73, 
was accused by four former employees of 
“battery, sexual harassment, and retalia¬ 
tion,” and he was found guilty. 

When I looked into this story, I found 
an interesting little tidbit in a Star Tri¬ 
bune article:

And that is probably the most haunt¬ 
ing discovery.

Standish Cafe serves a quintessentially cozy 
weekend brunch—even on weekdays

race yourselves, because what 
follows is an extremely hottake. 
Brunch... is good. 

You wake up late, roll out 
of bed, and get together with 
folks you love to eat too much and drink too 
much. Then you a.) attack your weekend 
errands fortified with strength only eggs 
benny and a bloody-and-beer back can 
deliver, or b.) succumb to the carbs and 
return home to sleep it off. It’s so close to 
being perfect. 

But here’s the problem with brunch: It’s 
almost exclusively served on weekend morn¬ 
ings and early afternoons, during the slim 
window in which we nine-to-five stiffs are 
freed from the clutches of our corporate 
overlords. That means jockeying with all 
the other bleary-eyed hangover-havers like 
you to find a parking space or claim a table 
or request a refill on your pitcher of bot¬ 
tomless mimosas. They are all, somehow, 
more annoying than you are. 

Lines form; waitlists fill; spontaneous 
plans are all but out. A table for seven? In 
this economy? 

There is, my friends, an easy solution to 
this problem, and Standish Cafe—open for 
about ayear now on the comer of 38th Street 
and 24th Avenue in south Minneapolis—has 
cracked the code like so many eggshells. 

Just serve bmnch all day, every day. 

Whenever its neon sign is lit, from open 
to close, guests can order an 3 Thing the 
cafe serves. Biscuits and gravy at 7 p.m. 
on a Thursday? That’s a choice you can 
(and should) make. Brunch Burger at 7 
a.m. on a Wednesday? That’s a choice you 
definitely can make. As for whether you 
should—well, if you can put down a patty 
with pepper cheese, fried onions, bacon, 
and finger-licking bacon jam as the sun 
rises, then sure! Topped with a ready-to- 
burst sunny-side egg, served on an English 
muffin, and delicious as Twin Cities burgers 
go, Standish’s burger is any-time-of-day- 
or-week appropriate. 

Now, a quick clarification: We’re not 
talking about breakfast. This is brunch, 
something distinctly different from the 
meal that provides the first two letters of 
its portmanteau. Breakfast you can get at 
Mickey’s or the Nicollet Diner 24 hours a 
day year-round—or wolf down over the 
sink in your boxers. Bmnch is a different 
beast entirely; it’s about leisure, not sus¬ 
tenance, and certainly not convenience. 
Brunch would never be a sad month-old 
Clif bar you found under the seat of your 
Subaru. It should feel somehow special. 


beyond bacon-and-eggbasics, but still com¬ 
fortable: a delicate je-ne-sais-quoi Standish 
Cafe understands. 

Dishes here are familiar, but feel specific 
to the place. Take the trio of omelettes on 
the menu during our last visit: Forager 
(eggs, wild mushrooms, chicken sausage, 
Swiss—the favorite), Carnitas (blackbeans, 
pepper cheese, avocado, tomatillo salsa—a 
close runner-up). Chargrilled Veggie (the 
most comparatively lackluster of the three, 
but still doing something interesting with 
mushrooms and yellow zucchini). Sure, a 
Denver omelette would do ya, but., why does 
that suddenly sound so boring? Even the 
most capital-C Classic thing on Standish’s 
menu, the Southside Standard—eggs, meat, 
toast, side—can, like anything else served

with a side, come with seasoned, just-salty 
Standish Potatoes, which are ever so slightly 
better than most home fries. 

(Carnitas here are a tender and juicy 
delight, by the way; if you’re more in the 
mood for a sandwich, you can find them 
in the Desayuno Panini, too.) 

Another beautiful thing about brunch is 
thatyou can eat an omelette the size ofyour 
face, then say, ‘"You know what? I think I 
will round out my meal with a cinnamon 
roll, thank you very much.” There, Standish 


Cafe’s “on the sweeter side” menu has the 
sugary egg accompaniments you crave, with 
French Toast pancakes (“FTPs”), gooey 
monkey bread (available by the barrel, for 
sharing), and Aebleskivers—a delectable 
Danish dessert that’s almost a doughnut 
hole, only fluffier and softer, like abuttermilk 
pancake made into a ball and served warm. 
(Get these.) There are extremely have-it- 
your-way pancakes, available gluten-free 
and with enough potential topping/filling 
combos to serve as an SAT math problem: 
chocolate chips, blueberries, bananas, straw¬ 
berries, apples, raisins, pecans, almonds, 
peanut butter, house granola, maple syrup, 
cinnamon honey, triple jam. 

The presence of booze is also among 
the crucial breakfast-vs-brunch distinc¬ 
tions (bloody with brunch = fine, beer with 
breakfast = are-you-okay-bud texts), and 
Standish Cafe invites you to order a glass 
of bubbly or make it a mimosa, with a small 
but refined wine list of whites, reds, and 
sparkly stuff Sta 5 dng dry? Lately, when it’s 
available, I’ve been ordering the Standish 
Winter Coffee: dark-roast coffee, espresso, 
spicy-sweet seasoningblend, steamed milk, 
enough warmth and energy to sustain you 
on the cold walk home. 

Executing a menu this large and varied all 
day long while delivering consistently is no 
small thing—that’s part of the reason places 
don’t serve their brunch menu all day long. 
(Or maybe they think you can’t serve over- 
easy eggs after the sun goes down, in some 
sort of Gremlins-lTke culinary situation.) But 
in everything from the glistening cream 
cheese frosting on its cinnamon rolls to the 
surprising flavor explosion in the Brussels 
sprout hash, Standish manages to do it, 
and do it well, in a cozy, neighborhood-y 
atmosphere that makes it seem effortless 
(though it can’t possibly be). 

Standish is the latest to occupy a footprint 
that’s been home to a number of other cafes: 
Pilgrimage, Citizen, and, most recently. 
Colossal Cafe, which briefly moved to 38th 
before its Minneapolis location closed last 
October. But already it feels like a neighbor¬ 
hood staple, like it’s been sitting on that 
corner (and, during the warmer months, 
packing out its patio) for decades now. 

“Omg that’s like a block from my place, I 
brunch there every Saturday with the paper 
like a little old man,” one friend—very much 
in their twenties—said when I mentioned 
Td be writing about this place. That’s the 
effect a cafe this welcoming, with food this 
good, can have. Maybe it will bring out the 
little old man in you too.

some to be the father of Japanese 
conceptual art.

isten... and understand. Hol- 
l 5 twood is out there. It can’t 
be bargained with. It can’t be 
reasoned with. It doesn’t feel 
pity or remorse or fear. And it 
absolutely will not stop making Terminator 
movies—ever—until we are all dead. So take 
us home, clunky roads! Arnold and friends 
are back with a brand-new misadventure, 
Terminator: Dark Fate. 

Those of us still standing after the series’ 
last few blunders should have learned that 
optimism is for suckers, but James Cam¬ 
eron’s return to the franchise once again 
sparked hope for a great movie. To be fair, 
DarkFate is the best Terminator outing since 
JudgmentDay—hutthsits notmuch of acom- 
pliment considering the abject awfulness 
of Genisys and the like. The newest killbot, 
the Rev-9 (Gabriel Luna), looks cool, and 
there’s some clever choreography peppered 
throughout the nonstop action barrage. 
Yet Dark Fate more or less rehashes the 
same old story without bringing anything 
too memorable to the table. 

Things start the same way they do in 
every Terminator: Damn dirty machines 


send a cyborg (Arnold Schwarzenegger) 
back through time to kill Sarah (Linda 
Hamilton) and/or John Connor (Edward 
Furlong), thereby stopping the future’s 
human resistance before it even begins. 
Only this time—immediate spoiler—the 
Terminator succeeds. John gets killed 
off and Dark Fate wipes out decades of 
canon right out the gate. It’s a bold move, 
one that might have even worked were 
there anything meaningful replacing 
John’s storyline. 

Instead, the Rev-9 travels back through 
time to kill a new person of future impor¬ 
tance, a Mexican factory worker named 
Dani Ramos (Natalia Reyes), while the 
good guys of 2042 send their own war¬ 
rior, an augmented human named Grace 
(Mackenzie Davis), to protect her. You 
can guess how the rest plays out. There 
are a few curveballs—delivered mostly 
by Arnie, whose reveal is ruined by the 
marketing materials—but for the most 
part. Dark Fate relies on constant fight 
scenes to speed over borderline non¬ 
sensical characterization, half-hearted 
political statements, and the definition 
of a formulaic plot.

What’s frustrating, as always with these 
movies, is the wasted opportunity. We ’90s 
kids, we happy few, know how incredible 
a Terminator movie can be. We know that 
action flicks don’t have to be mindless.

So to see this franchise go the 
way of Pirates of the Caribbean or any 
number of done-to-death “sagas” prob¬ 
ably stings more than it should. Granted, 
if you’re just jonesing for the ol’ “high- 
octane thrill ride,” Dark Fate may scratch 
that itch. However, making a not-abysmal 
movie should never count as a success, 
especially when we know there’s potential 
for a classic. 

Nothing will ever tarnish the magic of 
those first two Terminator movies, but after 
four lackluster-to-horrible efforts since, 
it’s probably time to say, “Hasta la vista” 
to this baby for good. I would have loved 
to see Hamilton and Schwarzenegger ride 
off into the sunset with style but... c’est 
la vie.

The Song of Summer is missing a crucial hook

ovember may seemlike anodd 
month for a play called The 
Song of Summer, but Mixed 
Blood Theatre’s new produc¬ 
tion arrives just in time for 
the annual debate over “Baby, It’s Cold 
Outside.” When the male singer resists his 
female duet partner’s attempts to leave, 
is it harmless flirtation or is he denying 
her right to say no? 

Robbie (Dustin Bronson), the artist who 
belts the eponymous hit in Lauren Yee’s 
script, is in the middle of a firestorm with 
lyrics that push the consent question to 
the point of absurdity. The song, though, 
turns out to be something of a red her¬ 
ring. This isn’t a play about problematic 
l 5 n:*ics, and it’s not a play about plagiarism 
or appropriation, although Robbie’s in 
the Thicke of all those issues. It’s a story 
about—stop me if you’ve heard this one 
before—a failure of communication and 
the importance of being honest about 
your feelings. 

It’s just as well that the single is only a 
plot device, because we do actually hear it, 
and it’s not remotely plausible as a global 
chart-topper. Unfortunately, it’s not just 
the song that feels like a mere joke in this 
flawed production of a disappointing script 
The idea that a rock star could have deep- 
seated self-esteem issues and still be afraid 
to talk to his boyhood crush is plausible; it 
could be amusing and poignant to watch 
this guy in his mesh shirt and sequined 
jacket fumble to make small talk with the 
hometown sweetheart he could have had.

Bronson, though, plays Robbie as such 
an irredeemable sad sack that he makes 
Charlie Brown look like Pitbull. Maybe 
Robbie doesn’t think he deserves his suc¬ 
cess, but Bronson acts almost exactly the 
same as a celebrity pushing 30 as he does 
in a flashback to his teenage self. There’s 
just no arc, and it’s the same situation with 
Elyse Ahmad as Tina, Robbie’s childhood 
friend who made her romantic interest 
clear and still might carry a torch for the 
boy who moved away. 

Both actors seem miscast, struggling 
to convince us we’re watching an actual 
relationship unfold. Director Addie Gor¬ 
lin has some fun with the material—at a 
Sunday matinee, a group of young viewers 
squealed at the intentional awkwardness 
of Tina and Robbie fumbling to hook up in 
the dark—but she doesn’t achieve much 
more than that. Even Maggie Pistner and 
Gavin Lawrence, as comic supporting 
characters, can’t get this show on the road. 

New York-based Yee is a true rock 
star of a pla 3 rwright: The Song of Summer 
is the second of four among her scripts 
seeing professional productions in the 
Twin Cities over an 18-month span. This 
is not her strongest work, though, and 
the Mixed Blood staging doesn’t play 
to its strengths. When you’re making 
your Minnesota playlist, it’s a Song you 
can skip. 03

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HEAVEN CAN WAIT 

I was gonna write about Kanye but I listened 
to an A1 Green record instead

L istening to Kanye West albums 
was once an enjoyable part of 
my job. Now it falls somewhere 
between “contact that free¬ 
lancer who forgot to sign his 
W-9” and “complete this four-hour ‘well¬ 
ness module’ to qualify for a reduction in 
next year’s health insurance deductible.” 

Still, I was dutifully committed to atten¬ 
tive immersion in Jesus Is King because, 
for all the MAGA schmutz unscrub-offably 
caked on West in 2019, he was once and may 
again someday be an astounding record¬ 
ing artist rather than just a compulsively 
analyzable pop persona. (Personally, I don’t 
even know what a “genius” is, so have fun 
with that debate on your own time.) And 
an 3 way, Jesus Is King is sure as hell better 
than Ye, praise somebody. 

But what was merely frustrating about 
Kanye when his music was great—the way 
his tracks lure you ever deeper into gauging 
his intentions—is infuriating when he’s off 
his game. For all the colorful sonic detail 
strewn along this half-hour release. West 


rh 5 mies throughout with that belligerence 
he often mistakes for intensity. And the 
question of whether his turn toward the 
divine is part of an elaborate tax dodge or 
an earnest expression of faith (or, of course, 
both) would be more pressing if Jesus Is 
Kzngfeatured anything as transcendent as 
“Ultralight Beam” or as driven by anguished 
spiritual need as “Jesus Walks.” Instead, 
it’s a topic seemingly best left to people 
who don’t really care about Kanye West 
or music or much else besides arguing on 
the internet. 

But a funny thing happened as I started 
writingmy review: I realized I didn’t have to. 

I mean this on a very basic level. My boss 
would not call me into his office and pound 
his desk, J. Jonah Jameson-style, demanding 
Kanye content. And I would get paid the 
same exact amount on Friday whether I 
dug deep into Jesus Is King or not. 

So what the hell, let’s just talk about 
how great Al Green is. 

That’s not a total non sequitur. You can’t 
really talk about Jesus Is King without also 


surveyingthe history of great African Ameri¬ 
can musicians who turned from secular 
music to the church, including Rev. Green, 
who entered the ministry at his commer¬ 
cial height and still preaches weekly at his 
Memphis church. And so, after an after¬ 
noon of solid Kanye, as a palate-cleanser 
that I convinced myself was “additional 
research,” I put onHigherPlane, one of the 
many gospel albums Green cut in the ’80s. 

Maybe you’ve never listened to Higher 
P/une because it’s about Jesus and you’re... 
well, not about Jesus. That’s a mistake. Not 
because it’s the best Al Green religious 
record—I haven’t listened closely enough 
to its peers to say, and I selected Higher 
Plane only because I happen to own it on 
vinyl. But Higher Plane is a great religious 
record for atheists to groove to because Al 
Green sings about salvation no differently 
than he sings about sex. Whether praising 
the Lord or easing you into bed, he simply 
wafts through a track, elevated solely by 
his own buoyant self-sufficiency. 

I could say thsitHigherPlane is great for 
a series of negative reasons. No one men¬ 
tions Chik-Fil-A, its creator is not peddling 
some grody Jesus merch (have you seen 
those socks?), and it never received bad- 
faith support from Twitter demagogues 
who think Christ was nailed to the cross 
to own the libs. Those comparisons would 
admittedly be unfair to Kanye, as any com¬ 
parisons with Al Green would be to just 
about any other mortal. 

But I’d rather just tell you to listen to 
“By My Side,” which, yes, is about walking 
with Jesus, but also swings so blessedly 
yet elegantly hard it’s like gospel Spinners. 
Regardless of l 5 n:*ics, Al Green sings like a 
man to whom orgasm and salvation are just 
perpetually happening, and who would be 
just as delighted if they didn’t. Carnal and 
spiritual ecstasy are intermingled—poets 
and songwriters have strained to establish 
that truism. Al Green simply manifests it. 

There are three songs here you already 
know. Green funks up “People Get Ready” 
so it sounds less like a spiritual than the 
Impressions original while paradoxically 
singing the civil rights anthem as though 
he’s literally invitingyou aboard a train that 
goes to heaven. Higher Plane closes with 
an uptempo yet somehow laidback “Battle 
H 5 mm of the Republic,” with a banjo and a 
slide guitar, that’s absolutely non-essential 
and still a blast. And Al’s “Amazing Grace,” 
to put in plainly, fucks. 

When I listen to Aretha Franklin or 
Chance the Rapper, I sometimes envy 
the strength they derive from a higher

SAVAGE LOVE 

Keep Out 

How do I avoid the guy who assaulted my friend? 


I am male. A close female friend was 
raped by an old acquaintance of mine. 
I knew this gay when we were tweens, 
I didn’t really care 
for him as we got 
older, so it goes. It turns 
out that a few years ago, 
he raped my friend in an 
alcohol blackout situa¬ 
tion. I don’t know more 
than that. She says she 
considers the encounter 
‘'not strictly consensual” 
and confided that this guy 
didn’t react well when she 
tried to talk to him about 
it. This isn’t something 
she’s “out” about. My 
feelings toward this guy 
are pretty dark. Now he’s moved back to 
town and I see him around, and some good 
friends of mine who stayed in contact with 
him invite him to stuff. I don’t know what 
to say or how to act. I know I don’t want 
to talk to him or be his friend. I would like 
to tell my other friends about this guy so I 
don’t have to see him, but I can’t because it’s 
not my story to tell. I would rather just skip 
social events he’s at. But without an expla¬ 
nation, I doubt my friends will understand, 
and it feels like I’m surrendering my friends 
to someone who assaulted a dear friend. I 
told someone once to please not invite him 
to something or I would skip it. They were 
confused, and it felt like an awkward ask. 
What should I say to my friends about this 
guy? What cani do to keep him out of my life? 

ANGRY CONFIDANT 

"I don’t like hanging out with Chuck and 
would appreciate it if you didn’t invite him 
to the party/show/bris/whatever.” 
‘What’s the issue between you guys?” 
“Look, we go a long way back, and it’s 
not something I want to discuss. It’s just 
awkward for us to be in the same place.” 

That’s the best you can do without 
outing your friend—without telling a 
story that isn’t yours to tell—and it’s 
likely your mutual friends will be con¬ 
fused by the ask, AC, but you’ll just have 
to be at peace with that. You could add 
something vague that omits identify¬ 
ing details (“He did a shitty thing to a 
friend”), but any details you share—how¬ 
ever vague—could result in questions 
being put to you that you can’t answer 
or are tempted to answer. Even worse, 
questions will be put to “Chuck,” and 
he’ll be free to lie, minimize, or spin. 


My only other piece of advice would be 
to follow your close female friend’s lead. 
You describe what transpired between her 
and Chuck as rape, while 
your friend describes the 
encounter as “not strictly 
consensual.” That’s alitde 
more ambiguous. And just 
as this isn’t your story to 
tell, AC, it’s notyour expe¬ 
rience to label. If your 
friend doesn’t describe 
what happened as rape— 
for whatever reason—you 
need to respect that. And 
does your friend want 
Chuck excluded from 
social events hosted by 
mutual friends or is she 
able to tolerate his presence? If if s the latter, 
do the same. If she’s not making an issue 
of Chuck being at a party, you may not be 
doing her any favors by making an issue 
of his presence yourself. 

If you’re worried your friend tolerates 
Chuck’s presence to avoid conflict and that 
being in the same space with him actually 
upsets her (or that the prospect of being in 
the same space with him keeps her from 
those spaces), discuss that with her one- 
on-one and then determine—based on her 
feelings and her ask—what, if anything, 
you can do to advocate for her effectively 
without white-knighting her or making 
this not-strictly-consensual-and-quite- 
possibly-rapey thing Chuck did to her all 
about you and your feelings. 

If s really too bad Chuck reacted badly 
when your friend tried to talk to him about 
that night If he’s an otherwise decentperson 
who has a hard time reading people when 
he’s drunk, he needs to be made aware of 
that and drink less or not drink at all. If 
he’s a shitty person who takes advantage of 
other people when they’re drunk, he needs 
to know there will be social and potentially 
legal consequences for his behavior. The 
feedback your friend offered this guy—the 
way she tried to hold him accountable—could 
have prevented him from either fuckingup 
like this again (if he’s a decent but dense guy) 
or taking advantage like this again (if he’s 
a shitty and rapey guy). If he was willing 
to listen, which he wasn’t. And since he 
wasn’t willing to listen... yeah, my money is 
on shitty and rapey, not decent but dense.
